Go Out Early in Yacht. 
The yacht was Ouida, owned by Com- 


modore Irving of the Digby Yacht club, and 


was in charge of Capt. Charles Hersey. It 
left Digby at 7 o’clock this morning for 
Pinkney’s Point, at the mouth of Bear river, 
to take out a party of American tourists 
who were camping in that vicinity.‘ The boat 
was seen to leave the point about 10 a. m. 

with the party on board and a small tender 
in tow. 


Arrangements had been made to land the 


party at Smith’s Cove, near Bear river sta- 
tion, at 4 o’clock this afternoon. ° 
About 5 o’clogk. a man named Jackson'at 
Smith's Cove saw the yacht approaching, 
Later he noticed it aground on the Bear 


island bar, the tender a short distance from 


the yacht and bottom up, with the people 
evidently clinging to the bottom. 

He at once gave analarm. 8. Thompson, 
the Dominion Atlantic railway agent at Bear 
river and a number of others ran for the 
nearest boat, a dory, half a mile distant. 


Rescuer Swims to Boat. 

Another crowd started for the Harbor 
View house, a mile away. The dory was 
reached first, but was 200 yards from ine 
shore. Herbert Hatfield swam for the boat, 
and the rescuing party was soon at the scene 
of the disaster. They found three Bodies 
noating in the water. One man still showed 
signs of life. 
tened to his home in Bear River, and it 18 
thought he will recover. 

Three bodies are in the Bear River station, 
and it is difficult to learn their correct names 
or homes. 

When the yacht grounded on the bar, about 
nalt a mile from land, all the occupants of 
the yacht got on board a ten foot tender 
and began to row towards shore.

landing opposite the Bear River station. 
“he little boat was swamped by its heavy 
load. 

Capt. Hersey was considered one of Digby’s 
most. careful boatmen, and has been in 
\enarge of Commodore Irving’s cabin sloop 
Ouida for two. seasons. Hersey was married 
and leaves a wife and six sons and two 
daughters, the oldest of whom {fs 21 and the 
youngest only 18 months old. The addresses 
of the relatives of the dead are not known.

From his cell in the county jail in Kenosha, 
Wis., Frank S. Komp of Chicago spent nearly 
all of yesterday afternoon in talking with 
friends and lawyers in Chicago and other 
places. He had had a e 8 installed in 
nis cell. 

Komp was president of the Kenosha state 
bank and the Kenosha Trust company, and 
was arrested early yesterday in Chicago on 
a charge of receiving $2,650 as deposits in the 
latter institution when he knew ft was in · 
solvent. Both concerns are defunet. 

When Komp went to his office in the Jour- 

nal building at 9:80 o'clock in the morning 


he found District Attorney Buckmaster of 


Kenosha county awaiting him, with Sergeant 
Shields of the East Chicago.avenue police 
station. 

The attorney had secured extradition pa- 
pers on Wednesday, and refused to allow 
Komp to see a lawyer. The man was hand- 
cuffed and immediately taken to the North- 
western railway station. 

On reaching the state line Shields tur nal 
his prisoner over to Sheriff Timme of Ke- 
nosha county. The party stopped long 
enough to allow Komp to notify his Gite of 
his arrest, and she was expected to go to 
Kenosha to aid him in his fight for freedom. 

“J am here awaiting trial, but I am sorry 
the officials went to so much trouble to get 
me, said Komp in his cell. 
there was any charge against me in Kenosha 
I should have come at once to Kenosha and 
surrendered myself to the officers.” 


; Talks to Many by Phone. 
Then the former banker turned to a jailer. 
Call up the telephone company and have 
it send,a man here at once,” he said, “I 
want to have a phone put in the cell.” 

The jailer demurred, but Sheriff Timme 
finally consented to the plan. The telephone

By even- 
ing Komp had emptied his pockets of nickels 
and completed the plans for his defense. 


His Bank Quickly Fails. | 

The man’s career in Kenosha has been 
eheckered. He went there three years ago 
and organized the Kenosha State bank. After 
it had been in business for six months it was 
closed by the state bank examiners, but 
Komp paid all depositors, ~ 

Auxiliary to the bank, he organized the 
Kenosha Trust company, of which he was 
the treasurer and president. The state of- 
ficials alleged the company never had sub- 
‘mitted a report of its assets to the state 
treasurer, but it is declared it continued to 
receive deposits up to the time the bank was 
closed. Since that time every effort has been 

made to collect the money due to depositors, | 
‘but no settlement could be reached. 

The banker left Kenosha shortly after the 
‘failure and came to Chicago and started a 
loan business, which he was conducting 
when arrested.

“Komp and the members of his family were 
prominent in social and church circles in 
Kenosha. At the time of the faiure the 
banker was superintendent of the Sunday 
school of the First Baptist church, During 
his financial troubles his wife gave him much 
ald. and it is said she raised the funds needed 
to pay the depositors of the defunct bank.

Unable to dispose of their meat at the 
advanced prices charged since the strike, 
the retail butchers have made reductions,

11 is reported that the Russian govern- 
ment proposes to defend thé propriety of the 
sinking of the Knight Commander by the 
 Viadivostok squkdron.

or pharmacy which can be trusted it is bet- 
ter to leave to it the duty of specifying the 
drugs or combinations of drugs which drug- 
gists should not be permitted to sell indis- 
eriminately. Otherwise it may be neces- 
sary to go to the legislature at every session 
and ask it to add one or more dangerous 
drugs or preparations to the long list. There 
are many reputable drug stores in this city 
‘which will not sell laudanum, morphine, 
cocaine, ‘and other poisons without a pre- 
scription, but there are others whose pro- 
prietors are less scrupulous. It would be 
well to give the board of pharmacy greater 
power to regulate the sale of poisons rs 
it has now. 

How unscrupulous some pharmacists may 
be is shown by the fact that one has been 
fined for selling cocaine regularly to boys 
addicted to its use, and others are known to 
be guilty of the same criminal practice. 
There is a state law making it an offense 
punishable by fine or imprisonment to sell 
liquor to a minor. 
‘there also ought to be one to punish effectu- 
ally the men who sell to minors drugs that 
will ruin them, body and soul, much more 
speedily and effectively than liquor. 

The fines imposed on offenders should be 
heavy—so heavy that the business will be 
an unprofitable one. Little is gained by as- 
sessing an occasional fine which does not 
come up to a week's profits of an illegal 
traffic, Furthermore the license of any 
druggist who sells poisons unlawfully should 
be taken away from him and he be driven 
out of business. He is a worse criminal 
than most of those in the penitentiary.

The executive committee of the Chicago Under-

MURDERS MAN AND WIFE

Ignatz Kita EntersSaloon at 57 Rawson

In sight ot a dozen persons, Ignatz Kita, 
1 McHenry street, yesterday afternoon 
rushed into a saloon at 57 Rawson street 
and instantly killed the proprietor and his 
wife.

Kita stopped running after going a block, 
and a crowd quickly surrounded him. The 
police, who had visited the saloon, to find 
Mr. and Mrs. Solarik dead, took Kita from
